LIBERTERREAN DIPLOMACY RATINGS: 

About my rating system: I made a 
few errors of calculation and omission 
last issue. Most of these have been 
pointed out by the players involved, I 
hope. I've made some corrections, and 
I've made some other changes in response 
to player suggestions . 

First of all, to answer Gary Kilbride, 
I thought I'd drop the "Best Country" bonus 
from a player's score once another player 
had bested that record. This means to be 
a top-rated player in this system, you 
will almost always have to have at least 
one "Best Country" score. What do you thin 

As to the changes: I've decided that 
rather than give one point to each player 
per game, that I'd drop this and average 
in each player's supply-center/year average 
The points for places and ties will remain 
the same. But this means that two players 
who tie for first place, say, will have dif 
ferent scores for rating purposes unless th 
average of supply centers per year is the 
same. I will retain the addition of one 
point per game for stand-bys, to encourage 
that valuable service from among you player 
A stand-by game will not be included in the 
ratings unless the stand-by player requests 
it. If requested, the inclusion is automat 

One of the biggest errors I made was t 
omit Dave Ditter's win as Russia in 1976 DL. 
Also: Best Country bonuses will only be 
awarded to current subscribers; the "Top 10 
will include only current subscribers and 
those others who have played at least two 
rated games in LIBERTERREAN .
